COLONEL MORROW ON THE STAND. 


He Attempts te Defend Himself by Shiftiug 
the Responsibility. 


S. C., October 13.—(Special.)— 
startling and racy revelations 
today during the progress of the trial of 
Colonel J. H. Morrow.

The revela- 
tion made to her by the physician made her 
so weak that he had to drive her home in his 
carriage. 

Colonel Morrow did not deny his relations 
with the girl, but did say he had never prom- 
ised to marry her. 

The defense attempted to make something 
out of the denial of the undertaker who em- 
baimed Miss Fowlers’ body that he had talked 
with Dr. WKendall. Sheriff Rowan testified 
thet he saw the undertaker and Dr. Kendall 
talking together for at least five minutes on 
the morning before the embalment. 

Dr. Kendall was called by the state and he 
characterized the letter as a lie from beginning 


to end.

ALLOWED NO DEPREDATIONS. 


Gen. Lee’s Care for Private Property While 
in enneylvania. 


Richmond, Va., October 10.—The Char- 
lottesville Progress says: Mr. J. W. 
Rhodes, of this city, who was one of Gen- 
eral Lee's couriers, says he can procure 
affidavits of thirty men in this county to 
prove the falsity of General Field's insin- 
uation that General Lee either encouraged 
or allowed any depredation to be comnit- 
ted by his soldiers while in Pennsylvauia. 
His orders were rigidly enforced, and all 
damage to —_ property was punished 
when: ver reported. 

“So particular was he,” said Mr. Rhodes, 
“thet on one occasion, while passing through 
Pennsylvania, he came upon several of his 
suldiers, among them certain officers, 
who were in cherry trees satisfying their 
hunger. General Lee stopped and, calling 
a courier, sent to the owner of the cherries 
to ask permission before he would touch one 
of them. The lady of the house not only con- 
sented, but on hearing that General Lee 
had made the request went in person to 
extend the permission asked.

Nations are not ungrateful, and America 
is paying her debt of gratitude to the Genoa 
sea captain now, 400 years after his voice 
is silenced in sleep. Here everything is Co- 
lumbus. It would do the old fellow’s heart 
good if he could be here, for he never had 
such homage paid to him as is shown by 
this grand celebration in his honor that has 
been made here this week. With miles and 
miles of flags and bunting, military and na- 
val pageants, bellowing cannon and news 
paper display, this celebration is a notable 
one indeed. The newspapers are filled with 
nothing else in both their editorial and 
news columns. An enterprising Sun report- 
er came out in an interview with Signor 
Columbus in the spirit. The reporter found 
the signor in the moon gazing at the great 
display in astonishment. After some per- 
suasion Chris was induced to come off his 
perch and take a stroll through New York. 
The only secular anxiety Chris evinced to 
the reporter was to know something of Col- 
one] Elliott F. Shepard, whom he said St. 
Peter was making extra preparations to 
receive. He showed his dense ignorance of 
modern affairs by asking, “‘Who is this fel- 
low Chauncey Depew?’ 

Everybode Saw It. 


New York was gaily dressed for the cele- 
bration and the programme was splendid. 
Tie street pegeants were grand and were 
viewed all along the line by thosuands of 
people, jammed together as thick as bees in 
a hive, Everybody seemed patriotic, and 
either. carried’ a smalt flag~or--wore a Co- 
lumbian souvenir. The spirit of patriotism 
seems to have run riot among these Ameri- 
cans, and they are jubilating wildly. 

One noticeable feature in the celebration 
is the universal participation in it by New 
Yorkers. Nearly every house in New York 
is decorated. No matter how poor a family 
is, thefr members manage to get some sort 
of display of colors about their front door, 
One little girl in a close tenement robbed 
her bonnef and dress of their ribbons and 
arranged them so they would stream from 
the dirty window of her home. The spirit 
she showed is dominant throughout this city, 
and that’s what made the anniversary of 
Mr. Cotumbus’s feat of discovery such an 
event. Union square presented a lovely 
picture of vari-colored lights on the night of 
the S¥reet pageant. Long rows of Chinese 
lanterns glimmered among the trees, adding 
to the beauty of the gorgeous floats. Thous- 
ands and thousands of people sat around the 
square on improvised seats.

In all this glorious display the Guards 
have either participated or were interested 
jookers-on.

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The People of Augusta Celebrate and 
Jollify. 


PARTICIPATE 


In the Great Demonstration in the Ban- 
ner City of the State—The Gov- 
ernor’s Big Reception. 


Augusta, Ga., October 13.—(Special.)— 
The democrats of the tenth district gath- 
ered in Augusta tonight and rejoiced in 
their big victory in the state election and 


of the buoyant preparation for a grander tri- 
umph.in the national election. It was the 
greatest public demonstration of the cam- 
paign and was becoming the citadel of this 
famous old congressional district. The 
whole city turned out and there were thou- 
sands of democrats here from other coun- 
ties in the district. The unterrified democ- 
racy of Augusta handsomely showed her 
strength for Black. Fully twenty thousand 
people were out in the streets tonight and 
heard the speaking. 
A Grand Torchlight Procession. 

At 7 o'clock, before the speaking com- 
menced, there was a grand torchlight pro- 
cession and military parade through — the 
streets. Colonel J. C. Levy was marshal 
of the night. Cannons were fired and 
bands played, shouts of joy rent the air. 
The parade was a festival affair, equal to 
carnival times. More than a thousand 
torches were carried by whites and blacks. 
Military, civic and flambeaux organizations 
and the fire and police department were all 
in line and the Black Hussars, five hyun- 
dred strong, were out in full uniform and 
great shape. 

“Peek’s coffin’ was pulled by a double 
team in the procession. Each ward’s dem- 
ocratic club was in the’ torchlight proces- 
sion. 

The distinguished speakers and visitors 
from a distance—Governor Northen, Con- 
gressman Henry G. Turner, Congressman 
Leonidas Livingston, Hon. H. W. J. Ham, 
Hon. James H. Blount, Hon. W. A. Wright, 
Hon. Alfred Harrington and Hon. R. T. 
Nesbitt—were in the procession and rode 
in handsome carriages. Governor North- 
en’s carriage was pulled by four handsome 
grays and the lines were held by Captain 
Evans Heggie, the veteran turfman. 

The banner democratic county extended 
a warm welcome to the seventy thousand 
majority governor of Georgia. He was met 
at the depot upon his arrival this afternoon 
by delegations from the Young Men’s Dem- 
ocratic League and was received with 
loud cheers and booming of cannons. 

The Spesking Before the Arlington. 

The speaking took place in front of the 
Arlington hotel on Broad street. The 
meeting was called to order by Mr. Boykin 
Wright who introduced Governor Northen, 
who presided over the meeting. The crowd 
loudly cheered as Governor Northen 
marched upon the stand, locked arms with 
Major Black. The crowd rushed up to the 
governor and all who could do so heartily 
shook his hand and congratulated him. 

Governor Northen, after being introduced, 
made a twenty minutes’ speech. He gave 
glad greeting for the magnificent dem- 
onstration in honor of the great majority 
recently won by the democracy of Geor- 
gia. He said the democracy in Georgia was 
not dead; that every true patriot democrat 
in this state and union were proud of the 
governors political: record won in Georgia 
last week. He said it was a great victory, 
gladly won and showed that the people were 
in favor of their constitutional rights and 
a free government—against socialism, an- 
archy, communism, oppression and misrule, 
and that the south will remain solid and 
will go solidly for Cleveland and tariff re- 
form. The governor after extending con-

Major Sidney Root has just received a 
letter from Mrs. Jefferson Davis, widow 
of the beloved dead chieftain of the con- 
federacy. 

Mrs. Davis and Miss Winnie went to 
Bar Harbor in May, where they have 
spent the summer, and the large circle of 
friends made there included people from 
all parts of the country. 

The letter to Major Root, who is a 
warm friend of its writer, cannot be 
given for publication, because it is largely 
personal. It was received from New 
York city, whither Mrs. Davis and her 
daughter went recently from the Maine 
summering place. They are stopping at 
the Marlborough hotel, and will probably 
remain there during the winter. No visi- 
tor to New York is more warmly wel- 
comed than Miss Winnie Davis. As Ma- 
jor Root remarked yesterday, Miss Davis 
is a magnificent woman, than whom there 
is no one more fit to embody the sad mem- 
ories of the past, and the hopeful real- 
ities of the present. 

The Marlborough hotel is one of the 
finest of the recent additions to the hostel- 
ries of the metropolis, and is essentially 
a southern stopping place. It is no un- 
common occurrence to meet wayfarers 
there from every state south the line, 
and it is a favorite with all travelers from 
Dixie. There are fifty or sixty thousand 
southerners in New York who are resi- 
dents, and the Daughter of the Confeder- 


‘acy is not a stranger among all these na- 


tives of the sunny land. She has passed, 
her mother writes, a delightful season at 
Bar Harbor, and looks forward to a 
bright winter in New York city.

They are obliged, in all willingness it is 
true, to receive and entertain callers the 
year round. There are few who, prompt- 
ed by motives of love, patriotism, or cu- 
riosity, do not desire to meet the widow 
and daughter of the man who guided with 
so high a degree of devotion and fidelity 
the destinies of a new state, and to see 
the home of him who died still true to 
the short-lived cause he strove so nobly 
to maintain.

An Apology Covers Everything. 

The Boston Globe, after publishing col- 
umns of false statements regarding the 
honor of Miss Lizzie Borden, and assert- 
ing her guilt, has promptly made ample 
reparation. 

This enterprising newspaper makes an 
editorial apology for its conduct and says: 


So far as lies in our power to repair the 
wrong, we are anxious to do so, and hereby 
tender our heartfelt apology for the inhuman 
reflection upon her honor as a woman. 


Of course this will be perfectly satis- 
factory to Miss Borden and her friends. 
It must have been mortifying and agon- 
izing to the prisoner to know that this 
manufactured testimony against her was 
poisoning the public mind and perhaps 
sealing her fate, but this gentlemanly 
apology makes everything all right. 

Seriously, however, is it not about time 
to stop trying criminal cases in the news- 
papers? Let us give judges and juries a 
fair chance, 


Smashing the Colonels. 

The Virginia state democratic commit- 
tee in announcing public speakers gives 
their names without any titles. 

We learn from The Richmond Dispatch 
that some of these gentlemen are sena- 
tors, representatives, ex-judges, ex-gener- 
als, etc., but the committee publishes 
their names without even a “Mr.” or an 
“Esq.” 

This is the best way out of a difficulty 
which seems to be ever present. In this 
country it is very hard to give every 
man his proper title, unless we call every- 
body “colonel.” All men in this region 
are colonele at some period, but some 
few have.reached a higher rank, and very 
naturally a general does not like to be 
put down as a plain colonel. 

The new departure of the Virginia com- 
mittee in this respect gets rid of a good 
dedi-cf embarrassment. When it is ne- 
cessary to use a man’s name in print why 
not put it down simply as E. Burd Grubb, 
Abe Slupsky or Thomas Jefferson Toots, 
instead of wasting time in the effort to 
recall the title which belongs to him by 
right or by courtesy? 

It is to be hoped that this simple dem- 
ocratic fashion of using names will be- 
come popular. The colonels ought to be 
willing to stand it, and the senators and 
judges are not likely to complain. If a 
man is not big enough to stand without 
a title propping him up he is a very weak 
brother. 


Mr. Cleveland’s Sound Views. 

The Chicago Tribune calls attention to 
the following paragraph in Mr. Cleve- 
land’s letter of acceptance: 

The people are entitled to sound and honest 
money, abundantly sufficient in volume to gup- 
ply their business needs. Whatever may be 
the form of the people’s currency, national 
or state—whether gold, silver or paper—it 
should be so regulated and guarded by gov- 
ernmental action or by wise and careful laws, 
that no one can be deluded as to the certainty 
and stability of its value. 

The Chicago paper goes on to say that 
this is an indorsement of state bank 
notes, provided their issue can be regu- 
lated by wise and careful laws, and it 
predicts that- Mr. Cleveland, if elected 
president, will sign a bill taking off the 
10 per cent tax on state bank currency. 

Our republican contemporary is exactly 
right in its conjectures: And this is one 
reason why the people are so overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of Mr. Cleveland. They 
are fighting for financial reform, and they 
want a president who has no objections 
to a state currency “regulated and guard- 
ed by governmental action, or by wise and 
careful laws.” 

This is a safe and sound position, and it 
is opposed only by gold bugs, plutocrats, 
contractionists and the national banks. 
This paragraph in Mr. Cleveland’s letter 
should be kept before the people.

SEVERAL WITNESSES WERE EXAMINED. 


The Committee Will Finish Their Deliber- 
ations Today or Tomorrow and the Fate 
of Dr. Fensch Will be Decided. 


Dr. Albert Fensch is still.uncertain as to 
the Bngth of his stay at the Grady hospital. 

It was thought that the knotty question 
would be settled yesterday afternoon, but 
the committee decided, in justice ‘to Dr. 
Fensch, that it was best to hasten slowly. 

They accordingly met in the parlor just to 
the right of the main hall and began in a 
liesurely manner to investigate the subject 
of inquiry and to unweave the tangled web. 

Dr. Fensch was summoned to appear be- 
fore them and the conference began prompt- 
ly at 4 o'clock. : 

The members of the committee as appoint- 
ed by the board of trustees, who referred 
the matter fo fhem for investigatién and for 
a final decigion, are Mr. Joe Hirsch, Cap- 
tafu ‘I’. B. Neal and Colonel John T. Glenn. 

Questions pertinent to the issue before 
thie committee were put to Dr. Fensch and 
his answers were noted for the purpose of 
giving thea full weight and accurate con- 
sideration. 

He was asked to make a full statement 
of such particulars as he saw fit to give in 
explanation of his actions and tn answer to 
the charges general and special that were 
made agaist him. . , 

The meeting of the committee was, of 
course, secret and no accurate or detailed 
account of ‘the proceedings could be  ob- 
tained. he doors were barred and no one 
was admitted except the committee and 
such persons, including Dr. Fensch, as 
they wished to interrogate in regard to the 
matter under advisement. 

Among the charges against Dr. Fensch, 
which they met to examine, in addition to 
the moral consistency of occupying two po- 
sitions at the same time, one in the hos- 
pital and one in the army, though out on a 
turlough from the latter, and drawing two 
salaries simultaneously, were briefly, the 
ill-treatment of patients and the rather 
despotic manner in which he was charged 
to Lave regulated the affairs of the hos- 
pital. : 

It was charged both in newspaper publica- 
tions and in private complaints to the 
board, that Dr. Fensch was running things 
‘witif a high hand and had established him- 
self as a petty supreme dictator, whose 

‘ipse dixit’ was the law paramount 
throughout the hospital. — 

The additional complaint that he was 
harsh in ‘bis treatment of patients and in 
his manner towards the visitors who called 
to see them was also strenuously urged and 
was a matter of special complaint to the 

adiu | directors. 

Dr. Fensch replied to each of the charges 
and withheld from the committee nothing 
that was calculated to explain his conduct 
fand to justify his vanity. The tenor 
of his defense, as far as could be learned, 
was that he had rigidly complied with the 
eode of rules, and that his austerity ot 
manner was necessary to give them the 
tone of authority and to fully enforce the 
laws that had been enacted by the board 
of trustees. 

His qualifications as a competent prac- 
titioner of medicine were also discussed 
and the manner in which he had prepared 
himself for the practice was carefully ques- 
tioned. It was claimed that Dr. F’rensch 
was rather deficient in the science of medi- 
cine and lacked the preliminary training 
in ‘the way of academic advantages that 
were needed to fully equip him for his 
office as superintendent of the hospital. 
The answer of Dr. Fensch to these charges, 
as surmised from an interview with him 
last Wednesday, was that he had been a 
student of medicine for more than eleven 
years, and that while he had only recently 
acquired his diploma from the Southern 
Medical college he was fully capacitated to 
discharge his duties and to be an efficient 
superintendent of the hospital. 

Several Witnesses Examined. 


Sevedal witulesses were @xamined by 
the committee and they were admitted into 
the room one at a time. As soon as they 
were examined they were asked to retire. 
Dr. Fensch remained with the committee 
throughout the investigation. 

Each of the house physicians, Drs. Gill, 
George and Nolan, were separately ex- 
amined in regard to the methods, of Dr. 
Fensch in conducting the hospital and also 
their professional opinion as to his compe- 
tence as a medical practitioner. Their testi- 
mony as far as it could be learned and with 
reference to each ‘of the allegations was 
favorable to Dr. Fensch. 

After the house physicians Dr. Johnson, 
the druggist, was admitted into the room 
and several pertinent questions were put 
to him. 

Mrs. Crawford, the housekeeper, Was also 
examined in regard to the manner of Dr. 
Fensch in his treatment of patients and his 
conduct towards the visitors who called to 
see them; also his management of the hos- 
pital generally. : 

The board remained in session until nearly 
dark without arriving at any conclusion. 

They will meet again today or tomorrow 
and will then finish their investigation. 

It is rumored that the verdict of the com- 
mittee will be favorable, with certain re- 
commendations approving the course of Dr. 
Fensch as superintendent of the hespital.

NEW YORK, October 18—While our market was 
closed in commemoration of the discovery of America 
the foreign markets became very weak. This weak- 
ness, our cables tell us, was due to the withdrawal of 
spinners from the market and a rumor that a prominent 
crop authority of New Orleans had estimated the crop 
at 8,250,000 bales. Spinners buy less than their con: 
consumption, holding, we are informed, a large line of 
arrival contracts. Our market opened easy at 9@10 
points decline from the last sales of Tuesday, reacted 
& few points only to become weaker when the closing 
advices from Liverpool were received. January deliv- 
ries sold at 8.06—a decline of 15 points for the day. At 
this point there appears to be a number of resting or- 
ders which absorbed the cotton thrown on the market 
by the bulls. The only reason which can be assigned 
for the weakness at home and abroad, beyond the 
withdrawal of the spinners from the Liverpoo! market, 
is the continued favorable weather for the growing 
crop. The weather conditions since the Ist of Septem- 
ber must have greatly benefited the crop, and each day 
that passes without a killing frost matures the growing 
crop. The agricultural department has discontinued 
the publication of the weekly crop bulletins. One 
house during the afternoon sold over 5,000 bales bought 
since morning in the southern markets. A reaetion 
after this sharp decline is in order, but if the south 
sells cotton as freely as they have done today a further 
break can hardly be averted. The feeling in the mar- 
ket is in favor of cotton, though merchants are not 
prepared to have the entire movement thrown upon 
this market. Undoubtedly the scarcity of money in 
the south has been brought about by the holding 
back of receipts in the natural desire to obtain a higher 
price for their great staple, and this may bring about 
an increase in the receipts. A steadier feeling was 
noticeable after the close based upon the belief that 
the foreign markets would not be greatiy affected by 
our decline today. 

Lehman Bros.’ Cotton Letter.

NEW YORK, October 13—The first trading here was 
at a decline of about 8@9 points with a very active 
market and considerable cotton selling for long ac- 
count. Early in the day it was stated that Neill had 
come out with an estimate of 8,000,000 bales which, how- 
ever, has since been authoritatively denied, as we un- 
derstand. In addition to this port receipts today were 
comparatively heavier than any previous time this sea- 
son. On top of this, the south made large offers to 
this market, which were generally accepted, and under 
the large selling against these purchases values grad- 
ually receded, closing at the lowest prices of the day, 
and at a decline or nearly 40 points from the recent 
advance.

Col, Jones, Principal Keeper of the Pen- 
etentiary, Submits an Interesting 
Report, 


om 


Colonel George H. Jones, principal 
keeper of the penitentiary, eompleted his 
report yesterday for Governor Northen. 

On October 1st there were 1,940 convicts 
in the penitentiary, 246 more than two 
years ago. Sixty-three escapes are still at 
large. There have been 107 deaths, many 
of them violent and accidental. 

Of the convicts 194 are male whites, 
1,710 colored males, two white females, and 
forty-four colored females. 

Ninety per cent of the inmates of the 
penitentiary are colored. Two-fifths of 
them are under twenty-one years of age 
and, singular to say, just. about one-half 
are church members. Something over one 
bundred are Methodists and over five hun- 
dred are Baptists. Thirty-seven in every 
hundred can read and write and only four 
in every hundred can read but not write. 
Eight per cent of the convicts have served 
one or more times before. 

Colonel Jones has handled more convicts 
than any previous keeper. There has been 
very little trouble with the prisoners and 
generally speaking,the lessees and bosses 
have co-operated with the keeper. Marked 
improvements have been made during the 
last two years in caring for the convicts. 

The prisoners are distributed in seventeen 
camps. There are four camps in Dade 
county at which there are 631 = convicts 
leased to the Dade Coal Company. These 
are chiefly engaged in mining coal and 
burning coke. The Chattahoochee Brick 
Oe ge has 604 convicts, James. M. 
Smith has 203 employed on his farm and 
at saw mills, T. J. James has 104 working 
in sawmills, W. B. Law has 342 working 
at sawmills, W. H. Maddox has all the wo- 
men, fifty-six in number, employed on his 
farm in Elbert county. The whites and 
blacks are kept in separate apartments. 

In closing his report Colonel Jones com- 
pees the assistant keeper, Colonel R. 
*, right, for his thorough and faithful 
work.

DR, JACOBS MAKES A SHORT TALK | 


He Is the Superintendent of the Thorn- 
wall Orphanage in South Carolina. 
Donations and Contributions, 


Twelve little children are now happily 
housed at the Jennie D. Inman orphanage. 

The grounds in front and behind the build- 
ing have been appropriated by the children 
for the purpose of outdoor fun and 
pleasure. 

Every morning and afternoon the scene 
in the front yard is animated by the merry 
games of the little people and the passers 
by who cast a look over the hedge are 


greeted with a pleasant sight. 
Dr. Jacobs Talks. 


Dr, William Jacobs, the superintendent 
of the Thornwell orphanage, at -Clinton, 
S. C., has met with the ladies and has 
given them an interesting talk in regard 
to the management of the home. 

“IT am delighted with your magnificent 
building,” said he, “and I cannot speak 
too eloquently of the liberal heart and 
mind that prompted such a noble gift.” 

He then proceeded to state that the In- 
man orphanage had started out under far 
more favorable circumstances than the 
orphanage of which he was the superintend- 
ent. When the latter was organized about 
fifteen years ago their means were scanty 
and their only abundance was in the heart- 
felt desire which characterized the direc- 
tors for the success and prosperity of their 
enterprise. 

“We undertook,” said he, “to provide for 
& dozen or more children in the beginning 
of the work without knowing where the 
next meal was to come from. God smiled, 
however, upon the labor of our hands and 
from an humble beginning our enterprise 
has grown into a grand and beautiful char- 
ity that has been a blessing to hundreds of 
children in South Carolina. 

“The orphanage, however, was modeled 
after a different plan from that of the Jen- 
nie D. Inman. Several cottages in addi- 
tion to the main building were included in 
the orphanage and these were occupied by 
the children. They were comfortably fitted 
up and were scattered about over the 
grounds. They were provided with a charin- 
ing atmosphere of home life and were cosy 
little cottages. 

‘The parents or guardians of the children 
Were not required to subscribe to a written 
agreement, relinquishing their children for 
a specified time to the orphanage. It was 
optional to a certain extent with the parents 
and they usually allowed the children to re- 
main in the home as long as the directors 
saw fit to keep them, and they were only 
_ happy to have them under their con- 
rol. 

“The little town of Clinton was a small 
and quiet settlement, and the climate and 
atmosphere were delightfully southern, 
bringing out the color into the cheeks of 
the little people and feeding their spirits 
with the purifying and uplifting influences 
of semi-rural life. 

“It is no objection to the Jennie D. In- 
man orphanage that it is situated in a 
large city like Atlanta. The hills are high 
and the breezes that play about their sum- 
mits are healthy and exhilarating. lt is 
moreover situated in the midst of a patron- 
age from which it can derive an ample sup- 
port without appealing to the benevolent 
spirit of people from a distance, who live 
beyond the radius of its benefactions.’’ 

The ‘doctor described minutely the interior 
organization and discipline of the home and 
the methods that were employed by the 

of directors in the general manage- 
ment and conduct of the orphanage.

An Order Is Issued by Judge Calhoun to Mrs 
: W. C. Hammond, 


Mrs. Hammnd can now see her child. 

When a divorce was granted Mr. W. 
©. Hammond from his wife Mrs. M. J. 
Hammond, the mother obtained possession 
of her son, Waldo ‘Terrell Hammond. 
Last July Mrs. Hammond filed a writ 
of habeas ‘corpus before Judge Calhoun for 
the possession of the child, and an order 
of the court was issued granting the pos- 
session of the boy to.the father, but at 
the same time allowing the mother at cer- 
tain intervals to visit her son.

of Assault and Battery, 
AND BROUGHT TO THE STATION HOUSE 


He Lived in Gilmer Qounty, and His Wite 
Swore Out the Warrant Which Was 
Served Ten Years Aiterwards.

John Fox, a well-known resident of At- 
lanta, was an interesting figure in police 
circles last night. 

Connected with his arrest is a very pecul- 
iar story and the question that arises from 
the study of the facts is whether or not 
John Fox is legally a prisoner. 

Fifteen years ago he was a quiet citizen 
of Gilmer county in north Georgia and lived 
in his mountain home with his newly wedded 


spouse. 

But they failed to “gee,” according to the 
record which has come down through the 
years, and after a few weeks of quiet wed- 
lock the wife of John Fox presented her- 
self before an officer of the law and swore 
out a warrant against her “lord of crea- 


tion.”’ 
She swore in the warrant that John had 


abused her and was guilty of assault and 


battery. fei 

“T never touched her in my life,” said 
John Fox last night as he lifted his hands 
to his face on which the record of many 


suns were written. 

“T never laid the weight of my finger upon 
her in anger,” said he, as the moisture 
came into his eyes and his steady voice 
became a little husky as he sounded the 
key note of his sorrow. “I always treated 
her kindly nor would I have harmed her 
for the world.” 

“But that was fifteen years ago that the 
warrant was sworn out,” added some one 
seeking thereby to extract from _ the pris- 
oner the full account of his difficulties. 

“Yes,” said he, “it was fifteen years ago 
and worse than that, I was not served with 
the warrant until ten years after it was 
sworn out.” 

The questioner was puzzled and so were 
the policemen who heard the story. 

“Yes, ten years,” repeated the moun- 
taineer, echoing the interrogation of the 
officers and retiecting their wonder in the 
uzzled expression that crept over his own 
ace, 

“Il gave bond,” he continuted, ‘“‘and a year 
later I moved to Atlanta. It was my in- 
tention to go back whenever I was notified, 
and I was daily expecting a summons that 
never came. have now been living in 
Atlanta four years and thought the matter 
had died out. The first I knew of the mat- 
ter was my arrest tonight when I was told 
by the officer that I had forfeited my bond. 
I don’t see how in the world they can do 
oe with me when I have not been 
guilty of anything to start with and besides, 
when the thing that is charged against me 
is claimed to have happened fifteen years 


ago. 

The sheriff of Gilmer county, with,a 
warrant for Fox’s arrest, arrived in~-‘the 
city last night and will carry his prisoner 
to Ellijay this morning. |
